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The first business meeting of your new Board was a 
long one, with some time spent on review for the informa¬ 
tion of new members. 

THE CENTRE- 

January was a slow month, as it usually is. February is 
usually a good month, but not this year. Including Scan- 
dapades and an ethnic function, there were three cancella¬ 
tions which were made too late to re-book; since expenses 
do not decrease in any great amount and we had less in¬ 
come for those weekends, the financial statement showed 
a loss. 

A part-time accountant — Mrs. Gudrun Bublitz — was 
hired after Jackie Lysakowski left us at the end of the 
year, and she is doing an excellent job. 

The new chef, Jens Gr/n, has arrived in Edmonton and 
will be starting work shortly; we welcome him to Canada 
and to the Scandinavian Centre. 

It occurs to us that our shareholders have no idea how 
our chef-manager spends his weekends. Our kitchen is 
very small, the ovens are old and not very reliable, and 
there are only four stove-top burners. Yet he consistently 
produces delicious food for large numbers of people (as 
many as 650} with as many as three different menus, on 
the same evening. 

Fridays and Saturdays are long — all day is devoted to 
preparing and cooking food, then comes cl quick change of 
clothing and overseeing the service, as well as dealing with 
customers. After all the guests have gone and the dishes 
are washed, etc., he still has to drive most of the staff 
members home. 

And this, with few exceptions, regularly happens every 
weekend.

sound is filtered to read the best 
all-over compromise (lower pres¬ 
sure levels). However, the levels 
vary from minute to minute from 
lows recorded at 35 decibels to 
highs of over 100 decibels (re¬ 
lative sound level [dBA]. 

Examples: Less than 58 dBA 
clearly acceptable; 58 - 75 dBA 
normally acceptable; 65 - 75 dBA 
clearly unacceptable. 

Mr. Bolstad said that the pre¬ 
sent noise level in discos will 
result in those involved being at 
least partially $leaf in 15 years or 
so. Similarly, industrial noise 
over a 20-year period will result 
in a 25% chance of deafness. 

However, with the persistent 
presentation of the danger of 
noise, there have been great 
strides in muffling industrial 
noise for the betterment of man¬ 
kind. “If we have ears to hear to 
learn the danger of excess noise, 
we will survive and retain hear¬ 
ing ability; conversely, chances 
decrease with over-stress and 
continuous noise immersion.’ 

Mr. Bolstad’s presentation was 
greatly enjoyed. Professor Kare 
Helium will be guest speaker at 
the April meeting.

ARTER OCH FLASK 
(Yellow Pea Soup with Salt Pork) 

The National Swedish Dish 
You Will Need— 

1 lb. whole, dried, yellow peas 

2 >/ 2 qts. water 

life lbs, slightly salted lean pork 
cut in 2 V 2 ” squares 

1 bayleaf 

3 whole peppercorns 

1-root celery, diced 

1 onion, quartered 

6 sprigs parsley, tied 

Clean and soak peas in cold 
water to cover overnight. Four 
hours before serving soup, put 
peas in water and cook 2 to 3 
hours. 

Stir peas occasionally the 
first half hour of cooking. The 
skins will rise to the top and 
should be removed. Repeat this 
several times. If split peas are 
used this will not be necessary;, 
however, in Sweden whole peas 
are used. 

After the peas have been boil¬ 
ing for about 2 hours, add pork 
meat and the spices, celery, 
onion and the tied parsley, and 
cook until all is well done. 

Be careful that the meat is not 
too salty and do not add to 
soup until you are sure that it is 
not. If it is too salty, meat 
should be boiled in water to 
cover for five minutes and the 
water drained off before adding 
the meat to the soup. 

Before serving remove parsley 
and dish up soup in a tureen. 
Serve meat on a platter.

Mustard is sometimes served 
with the meat. 

The soup should be as thick 
as vegetable stew. 

Serves 6. 


PLATTAR 
(Small Pancakes) 

You Will Need— 

IV4 cups flour 
1 tsp. salt 
3 e'ggs, beaten 
1 cup very rich milk 
2 V 2 tsp. butter, melted 
butter for frying 

Sift flour with salt. To eggs 
add a little milk and the melted 
butter. 

Carefully beat in the flour 
and the remaining milk. Allow 
batter to stand for 1 hour or 
more. 

Stir well before baking in 
plattlag (pancake pan). 

Each plattar should be 2” in 
diameter. Do not bake pancakes 
too brown. 

Serve with spicy lingonberries. 
Serves 6. 


The following recipe is part of 
the Elaborate Swedish Dinner 
which was omitted in last 
month’s paper— 

PRESSGURKA 
(Cucumber Salad) 

You Will Need— 

3 medium-sized cucumbers 
peeled and sliced paper 
thin 

1 tbsp. salt 

2 tbsp. sugar 

% tsp. black pepper 

2lfe tbsp. parsley or dill, 
finely minced 

1 tbsp. water 

1 cup wine vinegar 

Place cucumber slices in a 
bowl and sprinkle with salt; mix 
with your hands, turning over 
in the salt. 

Put a smaller plate that can 
be pressed down into the bowl 
over the cucumbers and place 
a fairly heavy object on top of 
it. 

Allow to stand for about 1 
hour, then drain the juice from 
the cucumbers. 

Mix a dressing of the remain¬ 
ing ingredients, stirring all well 
together. If the sugar does not 
seem to be sufficient, add more 
after mixing the whole with the 
cucumbers. 

Allow this to stand for 15 
minutes or more. 

This salad is used in all Scan¬ 
dinavian countries and also in 
Central Europe. In Sweden it is 
used as an appetizer as well as a 
salad with meat, fowl and fish. 

Serves 6.

Secret 

Formula 

Two of the comments from 
shareholders in the last issue of 
this newspaper criticized the cost 
of functions put on by both the 
Scandinavian Centre and the 
ethnic groups. 

As a shareholder and past 
Director of the Scandinavian 
Centre, and as a member of a 
group, I think some light should 
be shed on this matter. 

We all know from personal 
experience that the cost of 
practically everything keeps in¬ 
creasing, and of particular con¬ 
cern to all of us has been the 
dramatic increase in the cost of 
our groceries. 

So why is it that the two 
complaining shareholders seem 
to think that the Centre has 
somehow not been affected by 
the same higher prices for food? 

The same kind of inflation 
means that the Centre pays ever 
more for utilities, property 
taxes, business tax, salaries, 
maintenance, garbage collection, 
snow removal, janitor’s supplies, 
office supplies, etc., etc. Yet 
these two shareholders seem to 
think that somehow the Centre 
can sell food for less than it 
costs to buy, prepare and serve, 
not to mention all the other 
expenses necessary to just keep 
the building open and operating. 

If either one has a secret 
formula which would allow our 
Centre to do just that without 
going belly-up, they didn't send 
it along. 

And they might also remem¬ 
ber that ethnic and/or ethnic 
functions usually include such 
things as an orchestra and bar 
tender, both of which must be 
paid. None of these functions 
has been priced to make money 
— just to break even. , 

And I draw their attention 
to the attempt by Club Viking 
to hold a Games Night at a cost 
of $5.00 per person — two 
years in a row; the first time 
6 people showed up . . . the 
second time even fewer people 
indicated any interest . . . and I 
don't think anyone would call 
$5.00 exorbitant. 

LIFE SAVINGS— 

To the shareholder who feels 
that he and his wife were cheat- 
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ed out of their life savings — 
return the two shares to the 
Board and ask for your $100.00 
back. It is unfortunate that 
there must have been some kind 
of misunderstanding at the time 
you bought the shares, because 
I believe the majority of share¬ 
holders bought shares because 
they were proud to be a part of 
an organization whose purpose 
was to preserve all those wonder¬ 
ful Scandinavian traditions that 
are so easily forgotten over the 
generations and contribute them 
to our multicultural Canada. 

Where the Centre and the 
ethnic groups have fallen down 
badly is that neither has ever 
made any effort to provide any¬ 
thing for all those shareholders 
who are not group members. It 
is my hope that this situation 
will be remedied when the new 
Centre is built. 

WHO BUILT IT— 

The statement I so often 
hear that ‘the Centre was built 
by the ethnic groups’ is the most 
selfish attitude ever taken by 
anyone. 

No one will deny that the 
groups worked long and hard to 
organize the share-selling and 
construction — but it was all the 
shareholders who put their 
money into it who made it a 
reality. 

Many group members feel 
that their associations should 
have all kinds of advantages at 
the Centre, but give no thought 
to the hundreds of other share¬ 
holders who are as much a part 
of the Scandinavian Centre. 
STAND FOR ELECTION— 

Every shareholder is entitled 
to his or her opinions, as well as

It was a Board of Directors 
some years back which signed a 
catering contract that gave away 
the lion's share of the profits 
for years.

Work with them — and let’s 
build a new Centre for all our 
shareholders!

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Gudbrandsdal

Sons of Norway 

The territory covered by the 
name 'Gudbrandsdal' includes 
some of the highest mountains 
and the most fertile valleys of 
Norway. 

It takes up a big part of 
central Norway, touching Glom- 
dat on the east, Valdres on the 
south, Nordfjord, Sunnmpre and 
Romsdal on the west. 

Norwegian valleys are cut off 
from one another, and each 
produced its own culture and 
way of life. Even though moun¬ 
tains make communication some¬ 
what difficult, Gudbrandsdal has 
been an important passage be¬ 
tween east and west for centuries. 

The southeast — that is 
Romerike and Oslo — is easily 
reached by way of the great 
water route, Lagen River and 
Lake Mj^sa. 

Roads and railroads now run 
the length of the valley, up to 
Romsdal and Trondelag, but 
side roads are still few. The 
Royal Highway runs through 
the Gudbrandsdal valley from 
south to north — the old road 
traversed by the pilgrims on their 
way to the shrine of St. Olav in 
Trondhjem’s Nidaros Cathedral. 

This valley readily received 
impulses from abroad; in the 
18th century the peasant aris¬ 
tocracy lived on their farmsteads 
surrounded by a court of ten¬ 
ants, and it was here that the 
European acanthus decor took 
root more firmly than anywhere 
else in Norway. It was not 


merely confined to ecclesiastical 
art — from the sanctuary of the 
church the tendril penetrated 
everything decorating anything 
from cupboards to linen-rollers 
and porringers, sledges to harness 
pins! 

The leading wood sculptors 
in acanthus were the brothers 
Erick Kolstrup and Lars Pinne- 
rud, but as early as 1680 Jakob 
Klukstad, a farmer, carved fora 
number of churches in Gud¬ 
brandsdal, and succeeded in in¬ 
fusing a measure of lively drama 
into his scenes. 

Around that time all churches 
in Gudbrandsdal received the 
new decoration, for this was the 
beginning of the Renaissance. 
The movement was strongest in 
Skjaak and Lorn in northwestern 
Gudbrandsdal. Spires of some 
of the farms were occasionally 
ornamented by exterior carvings. 

From the painting of these 
carved pieces, rosemaling evolv¬ 
ed, though only a few colours 
were used; simple stylized roses 
and tulips peeked out here and 
there in the leafwork. Painting 
developed from this, and in the 
19th century became a study in 
naturalism. By 1870, however, 
rosemaling had died out com¬ 
pletely in many. Norwegian dis¬ 
tricts, until it staged a come¬ 
back in Oslo with the preference 
being for the acanthus design on 
metal work (doleskurd). 

Frontier Hardships— 

Life in Gudbrandsdalen, as 
for any Norwegian farmer, has 
been filled with frontier hard¬ 
ships all through the centuries. 
However, affluence reached the 


fertile valley through the timber 
trade which brought them into 
contact with the towns, and 
money circulated freely. 

Houses became extravagantly 
decorated and the ‘bonder’, the 
well-to-do farmers, imitated the 
Spanish court dress in their fes¬ 
tival dress. 

There was a real aristocracy 
here — Baroque and rococo 
furniture substituted the simpler 
furniture formerly used in their 
‘stues’, bedrooms, etc. Pictoral 
painting was popular for wall 
panels, chests, cupboards and 
doors. 

Out of this pictoral painting 
rose picture-weaving. The north 
of the valley became the centre 
for this national art. Heraldic 
devices such as lions and shelds

were used. 'Tree of Life’ and 
‘Pomegranate’ were used on pil¬ 
lows, rugs, etc. Christianity was 
an active force, and biblical 
scenes are very evident — ‘Wise 
and Foolish Virgins', ‘The Three 
Wise Men’, are favourites. 
‘Sprang’— 

Gudbrandsdal women were 
very adept at the ‘Sprang’ pro¬ 
cess — a technique similar to 
braiding (woven) — a netlike lace 
or fringe with considerable 
elasticity. It is of interest that 
examples of ‘Sprang’ have also 
been found in Egyptian graves 
of 15 centuries ago — similar to 
the ‘Sprang’ still make in Gud¬ 
brandsdal today. 

Largest Glassworks— 

In this area Hadelands Glass- 
verk, founded in 1762, comes to 
our attention. It is one of the 


largest glassworks of its kind in 
Scandinavia, creating the highest 
quality of full lead crystal glass¬ 
ware in a great variety of forms. 

The famous Hadeland Story 
figurines are a popular item for 
collectors and can even be found 
in our Edmonton stores. 

The Forgetful Troll— 

Here is one of the interesting 
stories of Hadelands: The For¬ 
getful Troll. You have heard 
about the trolls of Norway — 
the strange creatures who live in 
the country's dark forests and 

waste highlands . big as a 

mountain or small as a pebble 

. they are there, so beware! 

They have a strange power of 
magic, and this is one of them. 
The forgetful type. If you have 
a really unpleasant thing you 
honestly want to forget, fake 
this crystal troll in your hand. 
Look it deep in the twinkling 
eyes and say this magic formula 
three times without stumbling: 
Frufloreliusenripsbuskvekster — 
you will never have that thought 
again — ever! 

Norway’s Largest Lake- 

Lake Mj^sa with its much 
loved paddle steamer Skibladner 
is Norway’s largest lake. South 
of the Gudbrandsdal Valley, 
its shores are dotted with pictur¬ 
esque towns such as Gj^vik, ‘the 
white town’, Lillhammer fam¬ 
ous open-air museum, Hamar 
with its cathedral ruins, Ringelre 
stave church. 

Through this great dale, with 
its many tributaries, runs the 
Laagen, green with water of 
glaciers, now tumbling over 
rapids, now forming a placid 
lake. 

Some of the venerable old 
farms have been in the same 
family for centuries. At one of 
them lived the yeoman farmer 
on whom Ibsen modelled his 
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immortal Peer Gynt. 

At the extreme southern tip 
of Lake Mjosa is Eidsvall, where 
on May 17, 1814, the Constitu¬ 
tion was signed and made his¬ 
tory, dear to the heart of all 
Norwegians. 

Costume— 

At the same time as the 
acanthus tendril spread to the 
valley, covering doors and cup¬ 
boards with its graceful lines, 
local peasant costumes adapted 
more and more of current urban 
fashion. 

The female costumes carry a 
wealth of floral embroidery. 
There is the famous ‘Graffer’ 
costume from Lorn. The bodice 
opening is fastened only part 
way up, the centre front expos¬ 
ing a V-shaped section of the 
white blouse below the curve of 
the bodice, giving the neckline a 
distinctive appearance. 

Tatting and fringes are fre¬ 
quently used on the blouses and 
kerchiefs. A real dress-up dress 
may have a blue-green skirt with 
black border and black bodice 
— both embroidered with gay 
colours. 

Other costumes favoured 
rather dark colours for Gud¬ 
brandsdal plaids and checks. 
One skirt — Ronda — combined 
blue, green and brown, with red 
the main colour. Such materials 
are for more ordinary use. 

It is interesting that, as late as 
the 1930’s, there were still 
women in ‘Vaagaa’ who never 
wore anything but their every¬ 
day costume. The kerchief was 
so stiff with starch that they 
left it untied when they remov¬ 
ed it, and put it on again. 

Practically no two skirts were 
alike. The ‘loose’ pocket hang¬ 
ing purse is an essential part of 
their festive dress. Among other 
things, it held a short-handled
